Grand Rapids Island, on the 
Athabasca, July 31, via Athabasca 
Landing, Auguet 16.—Frank B. 
Smith ,inspector of mining lands, 
with hia party, Albert Tait (guide), 
J. A. Brims (boatman) and William 
Pische (steeraman), en route to the 
cil fields Fort McMurray, 
were the refuers of Count Von 
Hemmerstein from his lonely posi- 
tion near House River, a tributary 
of the Athabasca. The party cama 
upon the Qount on July 28th in a 
deserted shack, where he had lived 
for five days with scarcily any pro- 
visions and gcanty clothing, awaiting, 
with anxious expectancy, the appear- 
ance of @ transport. 

“The Count’s escape at the Grand 
Rapids, where his men, Volkofisky, 
and Barron, were drowned, was @ 
miraculous one,. Tossed about like 
a cork on the white capped waves 
he had abandoned all.hope when un- 
consciousness overteok him. 

A Miraculous Escape. 

Several hours Iater he found him- 
self, almost in a nude condition, ly- 
ing on the beach, where he had been 
carried by an eddy. All trace of 
his comrades was lost, however, for 
they had perished in the. stormy 
Waters.

LABOR MEN PRAISE 
THE LEMIEUX ACT 


Renders Splendid Service in Preserya- 
tien a, Amicable beg ec Be- 
tween imatovers and_ Emplayens, 
Says E. 8. Lowe—Two Recent 
Disputes. 


Ottawa, August 16.—The Depart- 
ment of Labor has received news of 
the satisfactory adjustment of two 
disputes which had threatened to in- 
terrapt operations respectively of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Raiiway and 
Canadian Northern Railway Com. 
Panies in Western Canada. Since the 
enactment of the Industrial Disputes 
Investigating Act, eighteen applica 
tions in all have been reosived by 
the Minister of Labor for the estab- 
lishment of boards of conciliation 
and investigation in railway dis- 

utes, some of them involving ques- 
ions of un extremely difficult nature 
and it is pratt ing to the department 
that in all of these diaputes, with the 
exception of that of last summer re- 
lating to the machinists to be em. 
ployed on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, a settlement has been achieved 
without resort to either strike or 
lockout. F 

By the settlements, which have 
Teeently been accomplished in the 
ease of the G.T.P. Railway and in 
the case of the C.N.R., a stoppage of 
work has been obvjated on these Libed 
in the West, which, at the present 
season, would have been of the most 
serious character. 

In the case of the disphhtes bet- 
ween the G‘T.P. Company and its 
engineers, firemen, conductors, brake- 
men, baggagemen and yardmen, the 
company objected at the outset ta 
the establishment of any board. 
This objeetion was, however, over: 
ruled by the Minister of Labor and a 
board was accordingly granted on 
the request of the employees. 

The dispute on the lines of the 
Canadian ‘Northern Railway Comb 
pany aroée ont of difficulties between 
that company and its maintenance- 
of-way employees in connection with 
a proposed reduction by the com- 
pany of five cents per day in wages 
or this class of labor. The award of 
the board in this case was in favor 
of the employees. 

The company was at first unwill- 
ing to accept the award which the 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion had made, but in further corres- 
ondenee with that company, the 

inister of Labor urged the import- 
ance to the interests of industrial 
peace of the acceptance of awards 
made by boards under this act, even 
where the parties concerned are not 
fully satisfied with the awards. In 
this latter case of dispute on 
Canadian Northern system 
award of the board wus at once ac- 
repted by the maintenance-of-way 
employees concerned and the depart- 
ment has now been informed by the 
president of the International Bro- 
therhood of Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployees, Mr. E. B. Lowe, that an 
agreement had been signed covering 
all the points in dispute. 

Mr. Lowe’s letter speaks in praise 
of the Industrial Disputes Investi- 
gating Aet and of its service in the 
preservation of good relations  bet- 
ween employees and employers. 

In respect of the adjustment of the 
dispute between the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway Company and its 
engineers, firemen, conductors, brake- 
men, baggagemen and yardmen, much 
credit 1 said to be due io the cuair- 
man of the board which was appoint- 
ed to deal with this matter, Hon. R.

noon. He is also alleged to ar 
fired several shots at Mra. all. 
From all accounts, the shooting was 
most deliberate. Hall, who was 
about 80 years of age and ~ cripple, 
lived near Walsh, ten mbics from 
this town. Sheley had been working 
for him, 

As far as can be learned, the lad 
shot the old man with a 32 calibre 
rifle from behind, the bullet entering 
the back of his head. He then fired 
two more bullets into the prostrate 
body. Shelley is stepson of one 
Staebler, a farmer, living nearby. 
He denies he was in the vicinity of 
the Hall premises on Sunday, but 
he acknowledged he had been in the 
woods with his rifle. 

He has been in the habit of earry- 
ing a revolver recently, it appears, 
and discharging it at random, 
has lgoked upon himsetf, it is said, 
in the“light of an emulator of Jesse 
James. His companions have 
men with a desperate code of morals, 
Warniags from neighbors had no 
effect. The boy is small and slight 
of figure and does not look vicious. 
It is said the motive for the snootang 
was a reprimand trom Hall some 
days before. :

IN ADVANCE OF THE PULLMAN 


Joseph Wearing in the Busy Man’s Magazine Writes 
of the Construction ‘Work on the Grand Trunk 


Pacific’s Prairie Section. 


— 


If you wish to experience every de- 
gree of Jassitude, apathy and general 
indifference except in one respect,take 
a long journey by rail; nothing seems 
to breed ennui like the atmosphere of 
a railway carriage, A few hours in 
the train may be enjoyed, but with 
most travellers it is net long before 
the Jethergic condition is reached and 
then the only thing of interest is— 
the journey’s end. Modern engineer- 
ing has reduced danger to such a min- 
imum that tne average passenger 
hardly gives a thought to the men on 
whom his life depends; and whoever 
wonders while travelling swiftly and 
easily over tae roadbed how much toil 
and sweat has entered into its con- 
etructicn? 


Many people will consider me rath- 
er an eccentric sort of person, I fear, 
but, taking the risk I should urge 
everyone*to travel some time or other 
over a hundred miles or so of railroad 
before a car-has run upon it, before 
even the rails have been laid, and 
while the only means of conveyance is 
“Shanks’ pony.” The journey may en- 
tail some fatigue, but it will surely 
banish apathy; there may at times 
be sore feet, but there ,will certainly 
never be ennui, Before the hundred 
miles have been completed there will 
have come some dim reatization of 
the extent of scientific knowledge and 
amount, of mechanical skill required 
in order to span a stretch of country 
with two parallel lines of steel, and 
the traveller will begin to understand 
that the building of a railway em- 
bankment or the digging and blasting 
of a rock-cut thvelves more labor 
and hardship than is ever put on re- 
cord in the government report; to say 
nothing of the actual toll paid in 

men’s lives. Though claiming no 
relationship with any manner of pro- 
phet, I venture to predict that any- 
one making suéeh a trip will after- 
wards implicitly believe that whatever 
is possible in thought to a railroad 
contractor is possible also in deed, 
and I<have not the slightest doubt 
that the passage over a hundred miles 
of construction will result in the con- 
viction that Solomon should have sent 
the sluggard; not to the ant, but to 
the railway navvy. 

it is a well known fact that doctors 
rarely take their own physic, and 
that precepts are much more easily 
expounded than worked out in prac- 
tice, A journey such as I have ad- 
vocated is well within my own ex- 
perience, however, and it is because 
I have mot only learned much of the 
difficulty and danger of railroading in 
general, but have also appreciated 
something of the romance of railway 
construction in particular that I offer 
the following account of a recent 
tramp over the petential Grand Trunk 
Pacific line between Stoney Ptlains— 
twenty miles west of Edmonton—and 
the McLeod river—seventy miles east 
of the Yellowhead Pass. 

- The “trent” proper did not begin 
with my departure from Stoney Plain, 
for I started out on the St. Anne’s 
stage, which took me to Wabamun 
lake—twenty-two miles west of 
Stoney Plains, There were two pas 
sengers beside myseli: one, a home- 
steader from the State of Oregon, and 
the other a Norwegian fur trader, wha 
lived at Entwistle, The homesteader 
made it his business to keep the stage 
from upsetting, and during the whole 
of the twenty-two miles he kept dodg- 
ing from one side of the rig to the 
other as the oecasion—or the holes in 
the ivail—demanded. The Norwegian, 
a most hospitable fellow to whom I 
am indebted for two nights’ lodging, 
entertained me with information re- 
garding the country, and endeavored 
to palliate the iniquities of the burg 
which he represented. The driver of 
the stage, hearing that I was from the 
east, remarked during one of the very 
brief intervals between two ‘bad places 
in the road that he had been for eigh- 
teen years a conductor between To- 
ronte end North Bay, “Drink?” I 
suggested. ‘Oh, no,” he said. “T 
just got tired of it and came west to 
try farming, but drifted into this in- 
stead.’ “Like it any better than rail- 
roading ” “Oh, sure! I make as 
much money and have no responsi- 
bility.” 

Travelling by étage in that section 
of our great and glorious west does 
not give one much Gpportunity for 
studying the landscape; my attention 
was directed, however, to the number 
of dead horses along the trail in dif- 
ferent degrees of decomposition, A 
question drew forth the information 
from the stage driver that during last 
winter five hundred teams were haul. 
ing supplies from Edmonton into the 
different camps and that the killing 
of a horse was a common occurrence. 

“See that?’ he said, pointing io a 
skeleton at the bottom of a, steep 
hill, “Well, I was coming along last 
winter when a fellow started up the 
hill with sixty hundred pounds,, I 
told him he had better let me double 
up, but he said, ‘Ill make it or kill 
‘im.’ That's what he did before he 
got half-way up,” 

Passing along by the side of a 
smal! lake the fur trader volunteered 
the details coneerning a navvy é¢razed 


with drink and ran right into the 
water. There was a gang working 
close to the lake, but they didn’t do 
much to save him. 

the body came up and they chucked 
him on the hil there; right over 
there.”’ The narration of this tragedy 


stirred up again some of the indigna- 
tion whieh hud been™tiroused at the 
time of the event and the trader fin- 
ished up with,”*Downright shame, the 
way they let the poor fellow drown 
himself. If it had been a mule the 
whole gang would have ‘been ordered 
off to pull it out of the water.” 
Leaving the stage, the Norwegian 
‘and I crossed Wabamun Lake and 
took the right of way into Entwistle, 
‘rriving there just at midnight. At 
this particular time the newspapers 
all over Canada were on qui vive con- 
cerning this sozcalled town on the 


Nine days aiter| but also correct in 


Pembina river, because of the unsav- 
ty reputation it had aequired through 
some statements made by a preacher 
there and the subsequefft raid by the 
N. W. P. Like a loyal citizen, 
my conipanion de voyage defended his 
town most emphatically, admitting 
that “blind pigs” and attendant evils 
were to be found, but deciaring that 
these were very quiet resorts and that 
they did net in any way distu.’b the 
town as a whole. He appeared to con- 
sider it an indispensable condition 
that such places should exist on the 
frontier. My own impression of the 
town was exactly opposite to that of 
the Englishman landing at Montreal, 
and finding » city where he expected 
to see nothing but wigwams. Al) I 
could see on the banks of the swift- 
rushing Pembina was a few tents and 
huts, 


The second day, I travelled alone, 
keeping straight along the right of 
way and passing through ten or 
twelve construction gangs at work. 
To say that IF walked all day would be 
hardly correct, Sometimes I walked, 
but mostly I climbed, slid, rolled, 
plungéd, waded or wallowed. Tramp- 
ing over a right of way which leads 
through swamp and muskeg, one does 
some unexpected “stunts.” Distance, 
too, ig purely arbitrary on the fron- 
tier. A certain camp would be still 
ten miles ahead after I had passed 
several gangs working some miles 
apart, and even when the distance 
had decreased to six miles by common 
report, I was just as likely as not to 
pia someone who would aver that 
the camp was exactly eleven miles 
straight ahead. Several times during 
the day I came across a sign bearing 
the legend, “General Store. Bread 
for Sale,” but on each occasion I fuil- 
ed to notice anything in, the shape of 
a store, the only building visible be- 
ing a little sod hut at some distance 
from the right of way. On one eign 
the ‘bread for sale’? was varied by 
“fish for sale,” but where the fish 
came from I was unable to imagine, 
for there was no lake near, and who 
bought the fish I had no jdea, for the 
pearest construction camp was seven 
or eight miles away. 

Let it not be thought that I am a 
government inspector of railways or 
an itinerant land speculator, The road. 
bed, as such, was not my chief inter- 
est, though I gave it careful attention, 
particularly as to its possibilities for 
providiing a footpath; nor was I ea- 
pecially concerned regarding the na- 
ture of the surrounding country, 
though I noticed that all along the 
route on either side of the line there 
was rising ground which will before 
long be tilled by hundreds of farmers. 
The real object of my trip was to learn 
something of the condition of the men 
who build the railroads and to en- 
quire into certain efforts which have 
been put forth for their moral and in- 
tellectual dey elopment. 

During my journey I ‘became par- 
ticularly interested in the “‘station- 
men”? whom I passed along the road. 
These are the navvies who make the 
roadbed through the muskegs, doing 
all the work with an axe, spade and 
barrow, and being paid so much— 
about twenty cents--per cubic yard. 
These humble aud modest ‘ ‘builders of 
empire” trundle the barrow fifteen 
and sixteen hours a day, passing the 
night in rade huts. along the line, 
either alone or with a chum, About 
the only diversion a station-man has 
is the cooking of his meals, and this 
operation is net of a lengthy nature, 
for, as one of them remarked to me, 
the never-varying bill of fare is 
*‘bread and pork and pork and beans.” 
To be a station-*man means to be a 
mere hangeron to civilization. One 
robust digger IT met who had at one 
time been an Irishman, said that he 
had not received a letter for eight 
years—had joo friends to write to. 
Among the station-men I found near- 
ly all the nationalities in Europe, as 
well as Britishers, Canadians and Am. 
ericans, Some were quite cheery and 
talkative, while others were morose 
and uncommunicative, One old fel- 
low, wearing a good-natured smile in 
spite of the sweat which-rolled down 
his face, told me that he was a Ger- 
than and that he cleared four and 
five dollars a day at the work, The 
reason he gave for his success et this 
particular kind of employment was 
that for a number of years he had 
been a market gardener in England, 
In one hut where 1 sheltered from 
the rain, the owner, a young Nova 
Scotian, took quite a <different view 
of the situation. 

“The job's no good,” he said, 
i am sick of it. All a fellow 
for digging up muskeg is a 
back and a weak mind.”’ 

A Finlander with whom I had quite 
a conversation, was not only satis- 
fied, but quite enthusiastic. . Waving 
his spade towards the east, he stam- 
mered out, “Finiand no good coun- 
tvy. Little bit money. Létse money 
hete.”” 

The greatest surprise I had during 
my whole trip was the sight of a 
woman calmly wheeling a well-illed 
barrow up a steep plank. At first I 
could hardly believe my eyes, for, as 
one miai put it, “Women are as scarce 
as Christians out here,’ but I found 
my vision net only true in general, 
detail, for the 
laborer proved to be a pleasant-look- 
ing, good natured girl, and not at all 
masculine in appearance. She spoke 
wery good English, and told me that 
she was a Belgian, and that she came 
there of her own free will because 
she didnt want her husband to be 
all alone. At the time I wondered 
how many Canadian girls would be 
willing to go to such a place in order 
to keep u husband company, to say 
nothing of making a home in a heve) 
built of sod taken from the muskeg 

The secoond @ay after leaving kut- 
wistle I reached my destionation— 
Foley's camp, No, d14, a few apiles 
from the MeLeod river, and within 
sight of the Rockies. From different

lege chum of mine. 

Coming into the camp I was direct- 
ed to the tent where the “reading tent 
instructor’ bunked along with four or 
five other laborers, and soon I greeted 
my chum. In eppearance there was 
nothing of the en!iege men about » 

sent so Alma Mater would have 
claimed him. Withuut doubt, no- 
body who had any acquaintance with 
students would have supposed that 
two months previous he had carried 
off a scholarship in philosophy. The 
fellow I greeted was a navyy pure 
and simple, aand he certainly looked 
the part.. During my etay in the 
camp, hovever, I learned that the in- 
fluence of the college had exerted it- 
self even among mule drivers, scrap- 
er-holders, graders and ditchers. Al- 
most every man in the gang was in- 
terested in the reading tent, applica- 
tions were being made daily for en- 
trance into the evening classes, and 
all ‘were eagerly looking forward to a 
concert which had been announced 
for the following Saturday night. All 
hands,from the foreman to the cookie, 
were enthusiastic over the fact that in 
their camp, at least, the evenings and 
Sundays would not be without means 
of profitable entertainment. 

The visit which I paid to Camp 114 
confirmed my belief in the excellency 
of the means which had been adopted 
by the Reading Camp association for 
the amelioration of the lot of the rail- 
way navvy. The association does not 
send into the camps a missionary, a 
teacher or a colporteur, but it sends 
in a laborer who is a soniposite of 
these thres. Instead of attracting the 
men of the camp by means of a frock 
coat, the “instructor” reaches ther 
through the medium of a pair of over- 
alls, and in. plice of exhorting his fel- 
low-workers to flee from the wrath 
to come, he endeavors to show them a 
mode of life which has no fear of im- 
pending destruction. The associa 
tion ‘was formed as the result of a 
conviction that the buildiing of good 
roadbeds is not more essential than 
1 massng of +6 ev nems aed the 
conviction carried vith it tue bel! 
that frontier laborers can bore be 
reached by ordin.1) methods, Coe 
tainly it is no celery methead which 
sends into construction camps college- 
bred men, who not only establish 
meang for sound entertainment and 
profitable instruction, but at the same 
time become themselves, in every 
sense of the word, railway navvies.

Speaking of this important ques- 
tion, Dr. Pugsley said: “The possi- 
bility of connecting Winnipeg and 
Edmenton by a water route was 


brought to my atte ntion again while 
in the province of Alberta, and I 
seeured, much additional imformation 
on the subject which I deemed 
worthy of the most careful considera 
tion. The locks at St. Andrew's, on 
which a large sum has been expend- 
ed, will soon be completed, enab 

ling vessels traversing Lake Winni- 


peg to reach this city, By the 6x- 
penditure of a reasonable sum of 
money it appears that it would be 


possible to secure water communica- 


tion by way of the Red River, Lake 
Winnipeg and the ‘Saskatchewan } 
River ,between this city and Edmon- 
ton. The public benefit resulting} 
{from this improvement would be very 
great.”

POLICE EXONORATED 
IN ENTWHISTLE AFFAIR 


Report of Inquiry Into Charges Pre- 
ferred by Rev. John W. Wright 

—Police Found to Have Done Their 
Duty on Every Occasion. 


That Rev. John W. Wright, Metho- 
dist missionary at Entwhistle, posed 
falsely as a heroic preacher with the 
gospel in one Land and a revolver in 
the other, and that the R.N.W.M.P. 
pairol of the Entwhistle district was 
as efficient es far as the law could 
go, are the conclusions which art 
urawn as the result of the reeent in 
vestigation by the R.N.W.M.P. into 
the Kntwhistie case. 

In consequence of a letter sent by 
Rev. J. W. Wright on May 20th to 
Attorney General Cross, pointing out 
the disorderly etate of affairs in the 
town of Entwhistle and of a ° letter 
published in the Edmonton Journal 
on May 30th, stating that the police 
were not efficient in suppressing evi! 
practises in the town. A. B 
Perry, commissioner of the R.N.W. 
M.V. ‘at Regina, appointed Richard 
B. Dean, superintendent commanding 
“" division at Calgary to hold an 
inquiry into the charges made in the 
public press by Messrs. Wright and 
James. 

Superintendent Dean opened the 
investigation at Entwhistie on July 
Sth. Some eighteen witnesses were 
called to tell what they knew of law 
and order in Entwistle. With thie 
evidence before him, Superintenden, 


Dean found that the R.N.W.M.P. 
stationed at Entwistle, were entire) 
exonerated from the charges of in 


efficiency and connivance laid against 
them, and that those who laid th 
charges were not justified in doint 
80, 

The Wright Letter. 

In the letter written by Rev. Mr 
Wright to the press, his first accusa 
tion was that the merchants of Ent 
wistle sold goods on Sundays. Th 
evidence went to show that the towr 
was then at the head of steel con 
étruction and that there was constant 
traffic back and forward. It wa 
necessary that man and beast = b 
supplied with provisions. The store 
were the only place to stop while i: 
the town and very often men wer 
permitted to lounge about them o1 
Sunday. 

As to the charge that divine wor 
ship was disturbed, Mr. Wright, ir 


his evidence, stated four instances 
and mentioned several parties whi 
would corroborate his words.

were few if any strawberries grown 
here, none at any rate for commercial 
purposes, Seeing so many wild ones 
I asked why do they not grow tame 
strawberries.
